THE  PRICES  named  in  this  list  are  based  upon  present  market  conditions,  and  are  sub¬ 
ject  to  change  without  notice.  We  invite  correspondence  with  prospective  buyers,  and  shall 
be  pleased  to  quote  special  prices  on  want  lists  calling  for  larger  quantities  than  are  named 
herein.  On  the  other  hand,  these  are  wholesale  prices,  and  are  applicable  only  to  wholesale 
quantities;  in  no  case  will  we  fill  orders  from  retail  buyers  at  the  prices  herein  contained. 
We  will  accept  orders  five  at  ten  rates;  twenty-five  at  hundred  rates  and  two  hundred  and  fifty 
at  thousand  rates,  of  the  same  variety  and  grade.  Orders  calling  for  one  to  four  will  be 
figured  at  20%  additional  to  prices  called  for  in  this  list.  When  all  cash  accompanies  order, 
packing  is  free  of  charge. 

TERMS. — The  usual  terms  are  offered  to  those  of  established  credit  or  whose  responsibility 
is  known  to  us.  Cash,  security  or  satisfactory  references  required  from  unknown  parties.  All 
bills  are  due  in  sixty  days  unless  other  arrangements  are  made  at  the  time  of  sale.  All  prices 
are  net  and  not  subject  to  any  discount  unless  specially  agreed  upon. 

SHIPPING. — Customers  are  requested  to  give  definite  instructions  in  regard  to  manner 
of  shipping  that  they  desire.  In  the  absence  of  special  instructions  we  will  use  our  own 
best  judgment,  but  with  the  express  understanding  that  it  is  without  responsibility  on  our 
part.  All  shipments  travel  at  the  risk  and  cost  of  the  purchaser.  We  have  the  Western  Mary¬ 
land  Railway,  which  makes  excellent  connections  with  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  and  the 
B.  &  O.  Railroad.  Also  the  White  Transportation  Company,  which  makes  prompt  connections 
with  all  the  above  Railroads  including  Baltimore  City,  which  enables  us  to  ship  in  any  direction 
over  trunk  lines.  Express  is  handled  over  the  above  routes.
